Sacramento—State Controller A. B. 
Nye has coinpleted a summary of ap- | 
propriations which the fortieth Cali- 
fornia legislature has been asked to 
vote for the maintenance and improve- 
ment of the government and its insti- 


tutions durirfe the biennial period 
which ends June 30, 1915. The aggre- 
gate total is $37,407,934.30. Many 


duplicate bills were found and dis- 
counted. ; 

The controller estimates that the 
state’s support to the university, ele- 
mentary high schools and interest on 
outstanding bonds will reach $11,401,- 
456.32. This amount does not require 
legislative action to be appropriated. 

Combining the two sums, the con- 
troller estimates that a grand total of 
$48, 809, 390.62 constitutes the proposed | 
state expenditure for the next two 
years. 

To meet these demands, Controller | 
Nye estimates that the gross receipts 
of the state for a similar period will | 
aggregate $28,938,198.
